IAL RACE AT WINDSOR. 



Possibility That Surplus Will Be Carried from Year 
to Year and Finally Won by a Horse of 
Superlative Quality. 



Wiudsor. Out.. July 23. — The fundi lions of u 
unique iiutl valuable stake or, rather, of two 
slakes, in a continuous series, are anuouueed b) 
tin- Windsor Jockey Club. 

The Wiudsor Double Event is for horses foaled 
auy where in Canada this year, and ii will be 
(Missjble for a horse lo win $4. mat in addition t< 
the HecumulHted payments of three years. If both 
evehts are not won by the same horse there will 
be $1,000 carried over and added to an equal 
amount for the following year, so that the race 
will become one of enormous value, and an en 
gageiueut in it will give a Canadian bred oppor- 
tunity to win vastlj more money than in any 
other fixture on t lie Canadian turf. The announce 
in i*ii t runs as follows: 

"Windsor Double Event; $4,000 and two silver 
plates; for Doiuinion-breds. fouls of 1913: to be 
run iluriug the year of 1913 as two-year-olds and 
1910 us three-year-okls. 

" Divisipn of Moneys — $1 . 500 . silver plate and 30 
per cent, of the subscription fees up to the time 
of ruauiug flrst event, for two-year-olds: $1,300. 
silver plate and ail the remaining subscription fees 
for three-year-olds. 

".Should botli events be won by the same horse 
such horse will receive the additional $1,000. but 
should both events not lie won by tile same horse, 
then this $1,000 will lie carrb-d over nud added, 
in addition to a similar stake of the same value, 
to la- opeui-d under the same conditions, in eacli 
succeeding year, and all such surplus will go 
to i he winner of bolh events.

Non winners 
of two races allowed 3 pounds. Maidvus. 10 
pounds. 

“Sei-oud Half Double Event — To tic run in 1910. 
For three ,\ ear-olds. The Windsor Jockey Club 
to add $1,300 and a piece of plate and $1,000 
additional if won by the horse winning tile division 
of this race run for as two-year-olds. To which 
is added tile remaining 30 per cent, of the sub 
scription fees, the additional fee and the starting 
lees. For three-year-okls. of which $:gai to the 
second horse, $130 to the third horse and $1ihi 
to fourth. Winners of a race of $2,000 value 
to carry 5 pounds penalty. Non-winners of a race 
of $1 .non value allowed 3 pounds: three races of 
any value.

WORK-OUTS OF CANADIAN HORSES. 



Like a diamond of many facets. Ascot shines 
at all angles. It can be regarded from several 
standpoints, and from each there is something to 
admire, something worthy of contemplation. In 
its fashionable ami Society aspect nothing com 
pares with it, and. though Goodwood may take 
the palm, in respect of natural setting, by reason 
of the charming detneuse in which the meeting 
there is held, the Berkshire gathering is easily 
first as to the general tone of the sport aud of the 
estimation in which the leading prlaes offered are 
held. There are few more odveted run for any- 
where and it is a credit to any horse and an honor 
to any owner to lie able to lsiast the hall-mark 
of an Ascot victory.' Fuither, the intrinsic value 
of the stakes competed for is on a high level, 
and with the exception perhaps of a couple of 
raves of no very great worth the programme is 
built on a substantial monetary basis. The dis- 
tribution of the treasury becomes consequently a 
matter of interest, aud though each year brings 
a varying proportion itr the number of races won 
bv owners, as well as of their value, the sharing, 
taken as a whole, usually comes out with tolerable 
eveuess. 

Tlie Cup may be described as tlte centre-piece 
of the meeting, the winning of which gives more 
satisfaction titan the winning of any of tlte many 
rich stakes presented, and tile race usually repre- 
sents greater value than any other prize. It 
does so on the present occasion — rhougli sonic run 
it close — and it is agreeable to know that It has 
been taken by a great horse. Prince Palatine 
had proved himself to lie such before Thursday, 
and though idiocy, or fanaticism, perpetrated an 
outrage which prevented Tracery battling out — 
as he in all probability would otherwise have done 
— the issue with Mr. T. PUklugtou's champion, tin- 
son of Persimmon and Lady Light foot has brought 
himself iuto the little band of exceptional horses 
that have won the Cuy twice. An open and bold 
policy lias always bet-u pursued witli the horse 
by those connected with hint aud it has met its 
due reward. That he is the best thoroughbred in 
the country van scarcely lie doubted, aud it is to 
lie hoped that, after fulfilling other engagements 
taken for hint, lie will not lie allowed i«» leave 
it. His monetary value as a sire is now enor- 
mous as values go nowadays, aud it will only 
be in keeping with tlie fitiii-ss of things for him 
to have the opportunity of passing his excellence 
along in the land of his origin. As has so often 
been the case, onr French friends sent over' some- 
thing with which to have a cut for the Cup. but 
while one of their representative* managed to finish 
fourth the other was in a leg-weary condition on 
pulling up. 

Though securing the "blue riband" of the meet 
iitg.- Mr. Pilkingtou does mq come out as the 
chief winner in the way of stake money, that 
posit iou being tilled by Lord Roseliery, wuo won 
tlie Coronation Stakes ami 33th Biennial with Prue 
and Sanquhar respectively, and lit: is followed by 
Mr. E. Hulton. who on Tuesday afternoon achieved 
the uucointnon feat of winning three raees on one 
day of tlie meeting, and supplemented it with the 
victory of Tliislcton yesterday. Mr. Pilkingtou i- 
third With the value of the Gold Cup and laird 
Carnnvon comes next with the two races won by 
Iilvoli. For tifth place Sir. Whitney (with two 
wins i runs level with Colonel C. Lambtou. who took 
tlie valuable Hardwicks Stakes by the aid of Lan- 
caster — a comparatively poor-class thoroughbred to 
follow in the footsteps of such as Ormonde and 
others who have been credited with the event. 
Other owners who have won stakes represented 
bv four figures are W. Raphael, A. Basset. Sol Joel. 
Sir E. Cussel, D. McCalmont, W. Astor. Sir SV. 
Cooke aud E. Patterson. I ti point of raees won 
Mr. Hultou has done host with four, and those 



with two each are Lord Carnavou, Lord Rosebery, 
Mr. Whitney, aud Sir W. Cooke. 

Turning to the trainers, R. Wootton is first with 
his four winners. Perssee second with three, aud 
those who can claim two each are R. C. Dawson, 
Joyner, and Leach. Saddling one each are D. 
Waugh, H. Eseott. W. Waugh. Batho, A. Taylor. 
P. Peek. De Mestre, A. Sadler, jun.. F. Pratt. 
C. Morton. Beardsley. W. Halsey, the lion. G. 
Lambtou. J. T. Rogers, and T. Cannon, juu. Prob- 
ably the two best pleased with themselves are. 
Beardsley and Batho, the former having the credit 
of sending out Prince Palatine in fine fettle for 
his Gold Cup engagement, while the Alfriston 
trainer with Long Set in the Royal Hunt Cup 
achieved one of the most popular victories of the 
meeting.

MONTREAL SHIPMENTS TO SARATOGA. 

Montreal. Que.. July 23.— Local owners of 
thoroughbreds will be well represented at tbc re- 
vival of racing at Saratoga. Captain W. F. Pres- 
grave. who trains and handles the horses owned 
by Charles S. Campbell, of Montreal, as well as 
those owned by Thomas Clyde, of Baltimore, has 
left for the Spa. Captain Presgrave has in training 
for Charles S. Campbell, Liudesta, Corn Broom 
and Bwaini Tumbo. This string was the greatest 
winning stable at Blue Bonnets and Conuaugbt 
Park, Ottawa, duriug the spring meetiug. The 
horses have been given u long rest at Blue Bon- 
nets and will be fresh aud fit for their Saratoga 
campaign. 

During the meeting at Ottawa Bwatta Tumbo 
picked up a null while waruiiug up for a race. 
The injury was less serious than at first thought. 
The horse, after returning to Montreal, was put 

at work aud lias done some useful trials iu the 
past few weeks. Corn Broom, which was given 
a severe drilling duriug the Ottuw-a aud Montreal 
meetings. Inis benefit ted by the rest. 

Captain Presgrave has taken the steeplechaser. 
Wiekson, owned by Lionel Kkers, along with the 

rest of the horses. He w ill handle I he son of 
Wickham during his eastern campaign. in the 

stable there are one or two other Montreal owned 
horses. 

G. R. Tompkins. Who always lias a useful string 
of jumpers. lias also left for Saratoga. He has 

charge of the filly, Pianover, which is locally 
owned and au eligible for the King’s Plate race 
this aiitiiniu. Pianover is a smart one and has 
shown some good work-outs this season. 

The horses owned by J. S. Tyree, which were 
tlie greatest winners during tile recent meeting 
at 'King Edward Park, have been shipped hack 
to Blue Bonnets, where tlu-y will be rested and 
prepared for autumn racing. 

Cheer Up. raced by J. 8. Knight, was pur- 
chased after the meeting at King Edward Park, 
hy T. ,T. Love. This horse Is of a perfect type 
for a jumper and may be schooled duriug the 
fall. 

Trainer J. J. McCafferty. of the Tyree stable, 
sold Sheets to W. C. Westmoreland for $700. 

Ten carloads of horses will be shipped from King 
Edward Park to Dufferin Park, at Torou to, where 
racing commence* August 4.

Rejuvenated Prince Ahmed Accounts for D. & C. 
Stakes, but Owner Bedwell Has to Stand a Run- 
Up to Retain Veteran Son of King Hanover. 



Detroit. Mich.. July 23. — Disagreeable weather 
conditions had but little effect on the attendance 
at Wiudsor this afternoon. It was the dosing 
day of the first summer meeting, and Detroiter,, 
taking advantage of the final opportunity of wit- 
nessing the races, braved the threatening weather 
and turned out in large numbers. A splendid pro- 
gram was provided by the management. Besides 
the $1,500 I). & C. Stakes, there was provided 
as au attraction a special race for three-year-olds 
at one mile and au eighth, to which the club added 
$ 1 , 000 . 

The D. & ('. Stakes went to H. Bedwell's I’riiu-e 
Ahmed, which beat Blackford a scant length in 
a driving finish. 

The Davies stable, which had been particularly 
fortunate during tlie meeting, furnished the winner 
of the special race in First Sight, which scored by 
a half length over the Kentucky Derby winner. 
Doncrail. Both horses were under puinshinclit 
throughout tlie last quarter, and at the end First 
Sight proved the gamer. The mile and an eighth 
was run in 1:52. 

Prince Ahmed ran ids mile iu the D. & C. 
Stakes iu 1:38%. which was close to the track 
record for the distance. In liis present form, with 
light weight up. Prince Ahmed is capable of 
holding liis own iu right good company. He was 
a forward contender from the start today, aud iu 
the homestretch wore Benauet down to win going 
away. 

Plate tliass. after several disappointing races, 
made good today when lie won the flrst race, a 
daslt of six furlongs. His victory was no easy one. 
however, and it was only in the stretch racing 
that he overtook tin- flying Pau Zareta. The latter 
showed a great flight of speed from the start anil 
outran her opponents until well into tlie ltotne- 
sH-etcb. She hung on with determined courage au l 
Knapp was forced to give Plate Glass a rousiia; 
finish to beat the Ally by a head. 

Only two favorites won. the snecessful choices 
lieing Plate Glass and Black Toney. Long shots 
won a majority of the other races and the layers 
profited handsomely on the day’s results. 

\V. W. Darden lost another of his two-year-olds 
today by tin- selling race route. He sent Czar 
Michael to the post in tlie third race. The colt 
was tlie medium of a plunge aud went to the post 
favorite. The best that Czar Michael could do was 
to finish third. When he was beaten, a horde of 
haltcruicii swooped down on the secretary’s office 
and no less than ten claims were put iu for the 
colt. J. W. Hedrick secured hint iu the drawing 
at a cost of $950. Tlie other claimants included 
T. P. Hayes. C. E. Rowe. W. Hossig. It. G. Martin, 
Mose Jacobson. P. M. Civill, H. Giildings, S. Louis 
and W. B. Carson. 

Eun-rald Gem. which beat Czar Michael by a head, 
was also claimed. E. J. O’Connell, owner of Re- 
quiem. se cu r ed her far $95o. There was only oue 
claim tiled for the filly. 

Starter Dade had some little trouble with tb« 
field in the I>. & C. Stakes. He kept the horses 
at tin- post for ten minutes, au unusually long time 
for him and after the race High Private, Beuanet 
and Blackford were placed on tlie schooling list. 

Behest was also placed on the school lug list 
today. 

Prince Aituicd was bid up $600 over his entered 
price of $1,200. l»y R. G. Martin, Imt was retained 
by owner Bedwell. 

The stewards lifted tlie suspension against jockey 
Deronde. so as to permit the boy to ride Prince 
Ahmed ju the Stake. 

E. It. Bradley, who ships his stable from here 
to Saratoga, today purchased the contract that 
J. K. Kespess held ou jockey Loftus. Boots and 
Saddle, of the Bradley stable, will lie sent over 
to Hamilton to fill his stake engagement there and 
Loftus will go over to ride him. 

J. F. Schorr lias released jockey Buxton, and 
the latter will vide as u free lance for the re- 
mainder of the season in Canada. 

A majority of the stables will leave for Hamilton 
tomorrow. One special train left to-niglit and 
two more are scheduled to pull out iu the morn- 
ing. 

THE MUTUELS IN AUSTRALIA. 



Iti Brisbane, recently, tlie Queensland Prcmipr 
deemed it necessary to state that the government 
did not Intend introducing legislation against Imok 
makers and proprietary race courses at present. 
Touching ou the totalizator in Queensland, reminds 
me that some members of tlie Queensland Turf Club 
wlio Hrc keen on reform desire a referendum as to 
whether bookmakers should be abolished, and to 
have the direction of tin- majority of members put 
into execution.

If it should happen that tlie Queensland 
Turf Club dispensed with bookmakers, it would be 
fair to look for a reduction of the heavy percentage 
at present charged machine investors at its meet- 
ings. Ko far as tlie totalizator in New South Wales 
is concerned, we have really le-ard nothing politically 
for some months, but perhaps it may lie the calm 
which is supimsed to precede the storm. At any 
rate, it is quietly rumored that we were never 
nearer legislation favorable to the totalizator than 
at the present time. — Sydney Referee.

PATRIARCHAL FRENCH TURFMAN DIES. 

M. 11. Delamarre, the oldest sportsman connected 
with the French turf, died yesterday morning. July 
7" at lie- advanced age of 84. lie was the founder 
of the Socictc il' Encouragement, and at one time 
his colors were carried with conspicuous success 
by some of Hie best horses of their day. His con- 
nection with French racing goes back to the early 
•■sixties,” and in 1S64 lie won the Grand I'rix de 
Paris (in tin- second year of its institution) with 
Vermout, which upset the famous Blair Athol, in 
which hopes of English spoilsmen were centered. 
Ile also won the race in 1873 with ltoiaril. and in 
1889 with Vaslstas. On other French ''classics’’ he 
left ids mark, the l*ri\ dc Diane (French oaksi 
going to him by the aid of Vietorietisc in lst;t; and 
her success was supplemented in 1S73. 1*83 and 

1X95 by Campeche. Verb* Bourn* and Kasha li respec- 
lively. M. Delamarre also won the Pri\ du Jockey 
CIuli (French Derby i with Itois Roussel in 1X64. 
Florcutin in 1X66, Patricien in 1X67, and with 
Bound in 1X73. His colors were also* associated 
with victories in many other races on the other 
side of I lx* Channel, and Ills stable was one to be 
feared for a long period.

Consequently if 
trainers feed their horses and boys properly, there 
is little left out of $12.50. "Pay.” remarked a 
prominent trainer when aski-il his opinion, “why. if 
you did not win a race now and then you would 
be work lug for bare expenses at $12.50 a horse.”
